Silent on the Name. 


As stated by Mr® Trout, Mr. Cleveland 
had abandoned his party, and silence was 
all that his party could give him. Even 
that’ -was too kind. It was during the 
recess spoken of that some such words as 
these fell from the lips of some exurberant 
free coinage men that Revenue Collector 
‘Bond, not a delegate, but anxious to 
bring himself under the notice of his mas- 
ter, andertook the stereotyped platitude 
about Jefferson, Jackson and Cleveland. 

The gallery had been packed with local 
cffice holders, who, in connection with the 
Shelby delegation, made much of Bond's 
effort. He was interrupted in the midst of 
his remarks by an excited delegate, who 
exclaimed: 

“Mr. Cleveland has abandoned his party.” 

In the debate which followed Hon. H. C. 
Snodgrass, Colonel George T. Fry, Colonel 
Cclumbus Marchbanks and others took #c- 
tive part—all on the side of free coinage. It 
looked odd to see the geotdbug minority forc- 
ed to import an outsider to sav what they 
Gid not have the heart to say ‘hemselves. 

The temper of the convention nay be best 
judged by the incipient rebellion which 
nearly kept Hlon. J. K. Shields from receiv- 
ing the honor of the permanent chairman- 
ship. 

Of course Bob Taylor is the controlling 
spirit, who ‘nas brought about the rresent 
triumph of the people over ‘he politicians, 
and in the filling out of all tne details his 
wish has been iaw. It was his desire that 
Mr. Shields should receive the permanent 
chairmanship, which would give him .con- 
trol of the working of the convention, 
Somehow the idea got out that he was not 
sound on silver; that though masking as a 
friend of the cause he would be glad to 
hamstring it. The result was a movemert 
to vote him down by the presentation of 
some name from the floor. 

At first Governor Taylor did noi attach 
much importance to the affair, but he soon 
became convinced that these people were in 
earnest and it took all of his eloquence ard 
persuasion to keep them jin line. Mr. Shields 
had to make a public and unequivocal con- 
fession of faith. The other leaders spcke 
for him and the programme was permitted 
to stand. 

In his speech, taking the chair, he repeat- 
ed his adhesion to the cause of silver In 
words strong enough to satisfy any one. 

Here’s the Platform. 

But for the platform. That, after ail, is 
what the people want to see anid here it is 
as the Tennessee convention presents it: 

‘The democratic party of Tennessee, as- 
sembled in convention, declares its .biding 


faith in the great fundamental principles 


that gave it birth— 

“1. A rigid restriction of the federal pow- 
er within the written lhmitaitons of the fed- 
eral constitution. 

“2. The largest measure of individual free- 

dam consistent with the general good. 
. The jealous preservation of the right 
of local self-government and constant op- 
position to the encroachments of the gener- 
al government upon the reserved rights cf 
the people of the states.

“9. We demand that all -federal taxation 
Shall be strictly and only for revenue for 
the support of an economically administered 
government, and we condemn the pvlicy 
of the republican party in prostituting the 
taxing power to enrich the few at the ex- 
pense of the many. 

‘10. We demand the enactment of laws 
taxing incomes in order that those who 
enjoy the largest measure of government 
protection shall be required to bear their 
just share of the public burdens. 

“We Rereby instruct tye delegation elect- 
ed by this convention to vote as-a unit en 
all questions coming before the national 
convention; to vote in accordance with the 
principles embodied in the platform, and 
especially to vote for a platform declara- 
tion in favor of the free, unlimited and in- 
dependent coinage of beth gold and silwer 
as full legal tender money, at the ratio of 
16 to 1; and we recommend to this conven- 
tion that it choose delegates from the state 
at large and from each congressional c)s- 
trict who are in sympathy with this pol- 
icy, 

‘We indorse the course and conduct of 
our distinguished senators, Isham G. Har- 
ris-and William B. Baie, and the majority 
of our democratic representatives in cun- 
gress, for their brave stand in favor of 
the money of the constitution and of the 
people,”’

HOLMES'S NECK 
WAS BROKEN 


EE 


He Was Apparently Totally Indifferent 
To His Fate, 


SAID HE ONLY KILLED Two 


They Were Women on Whom He, as a 


Surgeon, Operated. 


—— 


AS MANY CONFESSIONS AS CRIMES 


The Multi-Murderer Objetted to an 
Autopsy and His Body Was Im- 
bedded in Cement, 


Philadelphia, May 7.—MurderemHerman 
W. Mudgett, alias H. H. Holmes, was 
hanged this morning in the county prison 
for the killing of Benjamin F. Pietzel. 

The execution was in every way entirely 
devoid of any sensational features. To 
the last he was self-possessed and cool, 
even to the extent of giving words of 
advice to Assistant Superintendent Rich- 
ardson as the latter was arranging the 
final details. He died as he lived, uncon- 
cerned, and thoughtless, apparently, of the 
future, even with the recollection still 
vividly before him of the recent confes- 
sion, in which he admitted killing a score 
of persons of both sexes, and in all parts 
of the country. He refuted everything, 
and almost his last words were a point- 
blank denial of any crimes committed ex- 
cept the deaths of two women at his hand, 
by mal-practice. Of the murder of several 
members of the Pietzel family, he denied 
all complicity, particularly of the father, 
whose death he stated he was suffering 
Then, with the prayers of 
his spiritual attendants still sounding in 
his ears, and with a few low-spoken 
words to those about, the trap was sprung, 
and, beyond a few incidental post mortem 
details, the execution, which culminated 
one of the worst criminal stories known to 
criminology, was ended. — 

While the exact time of the execution 
was, as usual, unannounced, it was gener-

those officials in direct touch with the 
institution, until 9 o’clock. The gates were 
then opened and the four seore or more 
having tickets pressed into the inner court. 
Sheriff Clements had preceded the crowd, 
and was awaiting the arrival of those 
comprising his jury, that they might he 
sworn. The jury comprised six physicians 
and a like number of other walks in life, 
all prominent in their respective stations, 
They were: Ex-Sheriff Willa: AH. Wright, 
‘Dr. Benjamin Penn Baker, John J. Rid'ge- 
way, Councilman R. R. Bringhurst, Sam- 
uel L. Wood, Dr. W. Joseph Hearn, Dr. 
W. J. Roe, A. B. Detweiler, Dr. M. B. 
Dwight, Dr. J. €. Guernsey, James Hand 
and Dr. John L, Phillips. 

Mr. Wood, on of the sheriff’s jury, was 
also a member of the jury ihat convicted 
Holmes. ,

man. They arrived shortly after 6 o’clock 
and only a few minutes after Holmes had 
av“isen. JLasi evening they remained with 
him wntil half-past 10 o‘clock. The death 
watch was then being kept by Keener 
George Weaver, who remained until re- 
lieved at 7 o’clock this morning. by Keeper 
Henry. Weaver said this morning that 
Holmes had retired about midnight and 
slept soundly during the entire time until 
called at 6 o’clock. So sound were his 
slumbers, in fact, that twice was he called 
before awakening. When the arrival of the 
priests was announced he greeted them 
warmly but with no show of undue emo- 
tion and with the same air of self-posses- 
sion that has marked his conduct through- 
Out the entire case. They were come to 
administer the sacrament of communion 
and every possible facility for privacy was 
extended by Superintendent Perkins, of the 
prison. For nearly two hours they re- 
mained in the cell, and were almost imme- 
diately succeeded by Lawyer Rotan,. the 
legal adviser of Holmes. Pleasantly, aiso, 
he greeted him. While discussing his af- 
fairs breakfast was served and he seemed 
to heartily enjoy the meal. It was sub- 
stantial but plain, consisting of eggs, toast 
and coffee, which were taken with an evi- 


dent relish. 
Will of Iron. 

“He enjoyed it more than I could, even 
though only his attorney,” remarked Mr. 

totan, after leaving the cell. ‘He is 
the coolest and most possessed cf all in any 
Way connected with the case.’’. These re- 
marks seemed in nowise exaggerated. KEv- 
ery story was to the same effect and to the 
and he maintained the same stoicism. It 
was not the blustering braggadocio, but 
the calm demeanor and quiet bearing that 
are compelled by a will of iron. 

When the morning meal was ended and 
shortly before 9 o’clock, Holmes prepared 
to dress himself. Contrary to the general 
custom he refused to don a new suit, but 
arrayed himself in trousers, vest and cula- 
Way coat of some dark mixed goods, of a 
pepper and salt effect, that had been worn 
by him frequently before. Even in this he 
was careful, giving every attention to even 
the most minute details of his toilet. Col- 
lar and necktie were, of course, not worn, 
but their place was taken by a white hand- 
kerchief, knotted carelessly about the neck. 

As 10 o’clock sounded the march to the 
gallows was taken up and directly preceded 
by Sheriff Clements and Superintendent 
Perkins, Holmes stepped on the trap. 

On the right was Father Daly, to the 
left Father McPacke and bringing up the 
rear were Lawyer Rotan and Assistant 
Superintendent Richardsen. The little par- 
ty stood for a moment looking down and 
then in response to a sign from one of those 
beside him Holmes stepped forward and 
spoke. Pallid naturally after his incarce- 
ration there was no other evidence of any 
fear or disquietude. He spoKe slowly and 
with measured attention to every word; a 
trifle low at first, but louder as he pro- 
ceeded, until every word was distinctly 
audible. 

Holmes’s Last Talk. 

‘“‘Gentlemen,”’ he said, “I. have very few 
words to say; in fact, I would make no 
statement at this time except that by not 
speaking I would appear to acquiesce in my 
execution. I only want to say that the 
extent of my wrong-doing in taking human 
life consisted in the deaths of two women, 
they having died at my hands as the re- 
sult of criminal operations. I wish to also 
state, however, so that there will be no 
misunderstanding herefater, that I am not 
guilty of taking the lives of any of the 
Pietzel family, the three children or the 
father, Benjamin F. Pietzel, of whose 
death | am now convicted and for which 
I am today to be hanged. 


“That is all.”

Iiakes Some Suggestions. 

Coolest of the “entire party, he even 
went to the extreme of suggesting to the 
assistant superintendent that the latter 
should not hurry himself. “Take your 
time; don't bungle it,” he remarked as 
the official exhibited some little haste, the 
evident outcome of nervousness. These 
were almost his last words. The cap was 
adjusted, a low-toned query, “Are you 
ready?” and an equally low-toned response, 
“Yes; goodby,” and the trap was sprung. 
The neck was not broken and there were 
a few convulsive twitches of the limbs, 
that continued for about ten minutes. 

“But .he suffered none after the drop,” 
said Dr. Scott, the prison physician. The 
trap Was sprung at precisely 10:12:30 o'clock 
and fifteen minutes later Holmes was pro- 
nounced dead, though the body was not 
cut. down until 10:45 o’clock. 

After the body had been lowered from 
the scaffold and placed upon the stretcher 
and the stiffened knot finally loosened and 
the noose removed, the black cap was 
taken off. The face was but little dis- 
torted. It was slightly discolored and the 
eyes were half open. The lips were drawn 
back and the teeth protruded. A bruise 
and an abrasion around the neck, where 
the rope had tightened, were visible above 
the coat collar. After the body had been 
viewed by the physicians and the manner

Executed Yesterday at Philadelphia for the 
Murder of Pietzel, 


of death determined the stretcher was 
wheeled out of the corridor into the jail- 
yard: Here it was placed in an ordinary 
cheap pine coffin. One noticeable thing 
about the coffin was that it was wide 
and deep enough to have held two men of 
Holmres's size.* The coffin was put aboard 
an undertaker’s wagon and conveyed to 
the Roman Catholic cemetery of the Holy 
Cross. The only persons at the ceme- 
tery were the undertaker ang his assist- 
ants, two gravediggers, two watchmen 
and a couple of newspaper men. This lit- 
tle company acted as pallbearers and car- 
ried the coffin to the receiving vault, 
Provided Against Grave Robbers. 
When the vault was reached the object 
of the extra size of the coffin was dis- 
closed. Holmes’s dread of an autopsy 
haunted him constantly and almost his 
last thought was to provide against such 
a thing being attempted. The last act in 
the receiving vault was performed at 
Holmes’s express command. The lid of 
the coffin was taken off and the body was 
lifted out and laid on the ground. Then 
the bottom of the coffin was filled with 
cement: the body was then replaced in the 
coffin and conrpletelty covered with ce- 
ment. It was Hoimes’s idea that this 
cement would harden around his body and 
prevent any attempt at graverobbing. The 
coffin was left in the receiving vault under 
the guard of two watchmen, who will re- 
main on duty all night. Tomorrow after- 
noon the body will be interred in a grave 
in the cemetery, and it is probable that 
at that time religious services will be con- 
ducted by Father Daly. 
Holmes made no will and left no confes- 
sion. This is according to Mr. Rotan. He 
says he knows that Holmes made no will 
and, while the murderer gave him this 
morning a big bundle of papers, the law- 
yer says that he is gonfident that these 
papers relate only to private business Irfat- 
ters.

Holmes’s Crimes and Confession. 
Herman W. Mudgett, better known as H. 
H. Holmes, was one of the most conspicu- 
ous criminals of modern times, and if the 
‘‘murder confessions” which he has writ- 
ten can only partially be believed, he was 
without a peer as a bloodthirsty demon. 
His recent ingenuous ‘‘confession” wherein 
he claimed to have killed twenty-seven per- 
sons was disproved, partly at least, by the 
appearance of several of the so-called vic- 
tims: but Htolmes'’s object in 
“confession” was realized—the obtaining 
of a sum said to be $,50, and which 
amount is said to have been settled upon 
the criminal's eighteen-year-old son. While 
the “confessions” have served to increase 
the sensationalism of the case, the only 
capital crime for which Holmes had to an- 
swer was the killing in this city, on Sep- 
tember 2, 1894, of Befijamin F. Pietzel, his 
fellow conspirator. The murder was com- 
mitted in the dwelling, No. 1316 Callowhiil 
street. Holmes’s conviction of murder in 
the first degree, the affirmation by the 
Pennsylvania supreme court of the verdict 
and the recent refusal of Governor Hast- 
ings to grant a respite, are so well known 
that a narration of these facts is unneces- 
sary. 
Holmes was captured in Boston, Mass., in 
the latter part of 1884, by Owen Hanscom, 
the deputy superintendent of police, upon 
the strength of a telegram from Fort 
Worth, Tex., where he was wanted for 
horse stealing and for other charges of 
larceny. At that time cfficials of the Fi- 
delity Mutual Life Association of Philadel- 
phia were hot on Holmes’s trail for de- 
frauding the concern out of $10,000 in con- 
nection with Pietzel’s death, the latter be- 
ing insured for that amount, and as the 
accused believed horse stealing to be a 
high crime in Texas, he voluntarily con- 
fessed to Deputy Superintendent Hans- 
com to the insurance fraud. He did not, for 
a moment, dream that he was then suspect- 
ed of the murder of Pietzel, and he came 
to Philadelphia without requisition papers. 
He expressed a willingness to be tried 
here on the conspiracy charge in prefer- 
ence to that of horse stealing at Fort 
Worth, Tex. 


Holmes’s Confession to Hanscom. 

Before leaving Boston Holmes. made this 
confessicn to M>. Hanscom: 

“When I concluded it was time to carry 
out our scheme to defraud the insurance 
company, I secured a ‘stiff’ in New York 
and shipped it in a trunk to Philadelphia. 
I turned the check for the trunk over to 
Pietzel on the Sunday nearest the ist of 
September. I instructed him how to pre- 
pare the body, and in three hours we were 
on our way to New York. Two days after 
the payment of the money I saw Pietzel in 
Cincinrati. I tosk the three children to 
that city, where the father saw them. Piet- 
zel agreed to go south, and he took one 
child, Howard. I took the two girls to Chi- 
cago because I had business there. We all 
met again in Detroit. Pietzel took the chil- 
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sultation.

WOMEN DELEGATES WON. 


METHODIST CONFERENCE SEAT- 
' ED THEM AS A COMPROMISE. 


The Disposition of the Matter Is Not 
To Be Regarded as a 
Precedent. 


Cleveland, O., May 7.—Bishop Foss pre- 
sided at the session today of the Methiodist 
general .conference. It was ordered that 
a special committee of eleven be appointed 
on the work of deaconesses. The order of 
the day was then taken up. 

Dr. A. J. Kynett presented the report of 
the committee on eligibility, which provid- 
ed for a compromise of the woman qués- 
tion. 

The proposition was, in substance, to 
allow the women delegafes to keep their 
seats on the understanding that it should 
not establish a precedent and then to re- 
submit to the annual conference during 
the next four years, the same constitution- 
al amendment or one similar to that which 
lately barely failed of adoption by the 
three-quarters vote. The report further 
provided that the action of this general 
conference should be without any preju- 
dice to the rights of any women delegates 
to any future general conference under 
the constitution as such general confer- 
ence may construe or interpret it. 

Rev. Kynett moved the adoption of the 
report and said: “It is needless to say 
that there are questiong on which we could 
not agree. While the debate was progress- 
ing, many from both sides were in free con- 
Brethren of both sides thought 
that a compromise should he made, Neither 
party Was asked to surrender its convic- 
tions: Neither has surrendered, and breth- 
ren of the majority want it distinctly un- 
derstood that they have not surrendered 
their position, that the law of 1872 includes 
women. Out of deference to the opinions 
of those who differed from the majority, 
they consented to the referendum. The wo- 
men are allowed to remain in their seats 
with the understanding that their seats 
are challenged. The committee was pain- 
ed to hear that the women delegates had 
been asked to retire from the conference.”’ 

Rev. Dr. Warren, of New England, pre- 
serted_a substitute for the report of. the 
It provided that 
women duly qualified may be chosen as lay 
delegates .by an electoral conference, the 
male members of which, without debate, by 
a majority report declare that women are 
eligible, provided that in no case more than 
one-half of the delegation or reserve dele- 
gation shall be women. The : substitute 
further declared that the conference deem- 
ed it unwise under the circumstances to in- 
terfere in any way with the status of the 
women who have been elected in good faith 
by their constituents. 

The Rev. Dr. George P. Mains, of New 
York, said he firmly believed that the com- 
promise proposed was the most happy so- 
lution of the vexed question. He moved to 
lay the substitute of Dr. Warren on the 
table. It was so ordered. 

Dr. Wilson moved that so much of the 
report as referred to the right of the gen- 
eral conference to sit as a judicial bedy 
be stricken out. Laid on the table. 

-The previous question was ordered. Per- 
mission was given the Rev. Dr. Buckley to

The Rev. Isaac P. Teeter, of Iowa, ob- 
jected to a vote new, on the ground that 
the law of the church did not ‘permit it, 
but that the report must be laid over cne 
day.

Rev. Dr. Buckley said: ‘“‘The situation is 
criticals Unless this matter *is compro- 
mised, a long trail of bitter feelings will 
be left behind.

Cheap Newspapers. 

The New York newspapers are getting so 
cheap that the cigar stands and other shops 
in Washington are giving them away with 
every purchase. A little cigar stand on 
Ffteenth street ard Pennsylvania avenue 
bears a sign in front, ““‘The New York Jour- 
anl or World given away with every pur- 
chase." That means nothing more nor less 
than that either of these papers is given 


-each morning to the purchaser of a 5-cent 


package of cigarettes or a 5-cent cigar. 
These papers cost the dealers one-half a 
cent each. They can, therefore, well afford 
to give them away for the boom it gives to 
trade. But how the newspapers can afford 
to sell copies including the postage vpon 
the same to Washington for that insignifi- 
cant sum is not understood by the average 
publisher of a newspaper. 

Mr. Beriah Wilkins, the proprietor of The 
Washington Post, tells me that the white 
paper in each copy of The Journal ard 
World ecsts more than three-tenths of a 
cent and the publishers of these papers only 
get four-tenths of a cent for each tony. 
Thus The Journal and The World in their 
competition for supremacy are practically 
giving away papers. Pulitzer was fofced 
to come to this because young Hearst, of 
The Journal started it. Hearst had $3,000,000 
to spend on The Journal, and he seems to 
be spending it very freely. His salary Ist 
is said to be four times larger than that 
of any other New York newspaper, and 
naturally he is turning out a great newa- 
paper. He and Puritzer are playing navoec 
w.iin the other New York newspapers, but 
it remains to be scen whether chey can 


keep up the pace they have set.

It 
was learned that the property had been 
sold to Mr. J. R. Seawright, and the 
amount paid was $4,400. 

“Of course,’”’ said Mr. Todd, “after we 
have sold a piece of property we have 
nothing to do with the purpose to which 
it is devoted. Mr. Seawright has not, 
however, the slightest idea of turning the 
ehurch int6-a barroom. Even if he want- 
ei? to, and had a million dollars, he will 
never sell any liquor in that church. It’s 
over the dry linea good safe distance.” 

(Mr. Todd is a prohibitionist of the most 
pronounced and advanced type. He spoke 
with a decided emphasis when asked about 
the rumors. 

“TI don’t know where all these rumors 
originated,’’ continued the deacon. 

Mr. Todd said the church had been 
gold on account of the obiection of its 
members to the present location. It is 
desired that the new church be further 
away from the business portion of the 
city. 

To Buy the Synagogue.

MAJOR J. M. WYLY DEAD.

Father of Mr. B. F. Wyly, of This City, 
Dies in Montgomery. 

Major J. M. Wyly, of Montgomery, Ala., 
the father of Mr. B. F. Wyly, Jr., agent 
of the Atlanta and West Point railway 
here, died this week in Montgomery. The 
Advertiser gives thig account of his death: 

“It will be a shock to the people of 
Montgomery to learn this morning that 
Major John M. Wryly is no more. His 
illness was scarcely Known outside his 
intmediate family and friénds until about 
dark yesterday. He was out on.the streets 
only a day or two ago, cheerful and pleas- 
ant as was his wont, with a hearty grasp 
of the hand for all his friends. 

“He was taken ill yesterday about 11 
o’clock at his home. His condition was 
not at first alarming, but it gradually be- 
came more and more serious and at 8 
o’clock he breathed his last. Heart failure 
was the trouble. 

“John McGehee Wyly was born in Jack- 
sonville, Ala., July 7, 1837, and was edu- 
cated at the Kentucky Military institute. 
When he left his studies he engaged in 
farming unfil July 4, 1861, when he entered 
the confederate service in the Tenth Ala- 
bama regiment, with Colonel John Forney. 
When Colonel Forney was promoted briga- 
dier, Major Wyly was appointed on his 
staff and served with him until the close 
of hostilities, ending. his service in the 
trans-Mississippi . department under Gen- 
eral Kirby Smith. He was promoted from 
private to major and was an actual par- 
ticipant in mtany of the hard fought bat- 
tles in Virginia, around Mobile, Vicksburg 
and across the Mississippi. He was pa- 
roled in Galveston and returned to Cal- 
houn county. After two years in the 
cotton business he entered the service of 
the Selma, Rome and Dalten railroad, af- 
terward with the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia system and then the Southern 
railway. In this railroad service and vir- 
tually with the same organization was a 
period of twenty-six years, and in impor- 
tant positions in the freight and traffic 
departments. He was married October 31, 
1858, in Jacksonville, to Amelia C. Forney, 
daughter of Jacob Forney and sister of 
the late General John and William H. 
Forney. Mrs. Wvyly and four children, 
Mrs. D. F. Lowe, Mrs. F. M. Billing, Mrs. 
Benjamin Wyly, Jr., and Henry Wryly, 
survive the lamented deceased. 

“Major Wyly was one of the kindest of 
men. He numbered his friends by scores 
in every portion of the south, as his raijil- 
road connections brought him into inti- 
mate relations with every portion of half 
a dozen states. He will be sadly missed 
in the family circle and in business and 
social walks of life. . For many years he 
has been a communtcant of tiie Episcopal 
church. 

“The remains of Major Wyly will not be 
carried to Jacksonville, his of@ home, for 
interment, but will be buried here. The 
funeral will occur Wednesday morning, and 
the Masons will take part in the service, 
A formal notice will appear tomorrow.”’

IN A SOLDIER’S HOME: 


General Clingman Spends His Last 
Days. 
From The Washington Post. 

The rews that ex-Senator Thomas Lanier 
Clingman has entered a home for coufed- 
erate soldiers in North Carolina, broken 
in ‘health and in purse, has excited the 
deepest sympathy among those who knew 
the old man in his palmy days and in re- 
cent years. He has been a familiar figure 
about the capitol, and it was only lately 
that his presence was missed from the cor- 
ridors and the floor of the senate. 

It was a daily sight, just after the session 
of the serate began, to sce the gaunt gray 
figure, straight as an Indian, despite the 
burden of age, walk into the chamber and 
take a seat in an unobtrusive corner. Snow- 
white hair, scant of growth, partly covered 
his head, and snowy whiskers served to 
hide the hollow cheeks. Occasionally a 
senator would stop for a word, and the 
aged solon would seize the opportunity to 
tell of his anti-tobacco cure, which has 
been his hobby for many years. 

To see Clingman in his poverty-stricken 
old age, one found it hard to picture him 
as a power in a body of great men, such 
as Clay, Webster and Calhoun. Yet he 
was quite as prominent, if not so famous, 
in the proceedings which marked the his- 
toric time when they were his colleagues. 
Clay was his idol, and when Webster made 
his great 7th of March speech he sat on 
the arm of Clay’s chair, his hand affection- 
ately resting on the great Kentucklan’s 
shoulder. That was in the old senate cham- 
ber, where the federal supreme court now 
holds its sessions. With Andrew Jackson 
as his companion, he led the senate into 
the old hall of representatives, now Stat- 
vary hall, to hear John Quincey Adams 
deliver his eulogy of Lafayette. His friend- 
ship for Clay led to a duel between him- 
self and Congressman Yancey, of Alabama, 
growing out of a speech delivered about 
the causes that led to Clay’s defeat. The 
ground selected for the meeting was near 
Washington, perhaps at Bladensburg. Pis- 
tols.were the weapons, and one shot was 
exchanged without effect. There the sec- 
onds, Charles Lee James, the noted expo- 
nent of the code duello, for Clingman, and 
Congressman Huger, of South Carolina, for 
Yancey, endeavored to bring about an ad- 
justment, and they finally arranged the 
matter satisfactorily. During the very first 
week he served in congress Clingman had 
& passage at arms on the floor with Henry 
A. Wise, of Virginia. 

The public career of Senator Clingman 
has been a remarkable one. He is now 
eighty-three years of age, and more than 
twenty of these were spent: in legislative 
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ty of North Carolina at twenty, he was 
soon after elected to the state legislature, 
and in 1840 was promoted by the electors 
to the state senate. From December, 1543, 
to June, 1858, he served continuously as a 
representative of North Carolina in con- 
gress, with the exception of one term, 
participating during this extended period 
in nearly all important debates, particu- 
larly in those relating to foreign affairs 
from his prominent position of chairman 
of the committee, having that field in 
charge. During this service he established 
a record for attendance, never missing a 
day’s session. 

His senatorial career began in 1858 
through appointment to fill the unexpired 
term of Senator Asa Biggs, who resigned 
to accept a federal judgeship. He was sub- 
sequently elected to succeed himself from 
March 4, 1861, but the term was never 
begun. In the preceding January Clingman 
withdrew from the senate with other south- 
ern members, participated as a commis- 
sioner from North Carolina in the confed- 
erate congress in May, and in July was 
formally expelled from the senate. Then he 
entered the confederate army and became 
a brigadier general and did not figure 
again in politics after 1968, when he went 
as a delegate to the democratic national 


convention. 

For years prior to the war and for a long 
time thereafter Senator Clingman had de- 
voted himself so scientific pursuits, and if 
is a tribute to his knowledge and enthu- 
siasm that ha determined the highest 
points of Biack mountain and Smoky moun- 
tain, both of which have been called in his 
horor. North Carolina’s valuable mineral 
deposits were also made known through 
his efforts.

Step by sten the 
scalpel found its way into localities where 
formerly the physician had reigned atone 
and supreme, and where its presence would 
have been regarded by him as convincing 
proof of homicidal intent. 


Operative Surgery, Past and Present. 


“No better evidence can be advanced 
to show the difference in the kind and scope 
of work of the surgeon of today with the 
one before the pre-antissptic time than a 
comparison bctween the works of operative 
surgery of now and then. The sense of 
safety which took possession of the sur- 
geon and ar earnest desire to exténd his 
skill to the successful treatment of affec- 
tions which had heretofore baffied the ef- 
fo-ts of the physician, brought on a war- 
fa-e on almost every organ the seat of 
real or imaginary disease. The physician 
found himself suddenly out of his long 
time honored routine practice. 

“The specialists utilized the opportunity 
and left no stone unturned to extend their 
sohere of activity. Brain surgeons, abdo- 
minal surgeons, neck surgeons appeared on 
the scene and filled the medical press with 
accounts of their wonderful surgical feats. 
The old-fashioned gynecologist became 
restless and anxious to exchange harmless, 
bloodless measures for the knife and scis- 
sors. His desire for bloody operations was 
not satisfied by sewing lacerations of the 
cervix and perineum. He felt that in order 
to keep abreast with the spirit of the pres- 
ent age, he must increase his range of ac- 
tion, and in due course of time the ovaries, 
fallopian tubes and uterus became the 
theater of his aggressiveness. Even the 
acquisition of this additional territory did 
not satisfy his ambition. ?

The 
mania for achieving new victories out- 
side of the sphere of legitimate rational 
surgery has neither brought lasting repu- 
tation to the adventurers nor benefit to 
suffering humanity. Many of the new 
operative precedures remind one more of 
sensationalism than the product of mature, 
deep surgical reasoning. 


Bold anc Brilliant Operators. 


“The accounts of new operations that 
are being constantly devised have left 
operative surgery in a state .of confusion. 
Works on operative surgery that left the 
press six months ago are obsolete or at 
least unsatisfactory today. The technique 
of nearly every operation is constantly 
undergoing changes by the addition of 
important or unessential modifications. 

‘‘Nearly every surgeon has a flaming 
desire to connect his name with an in- 
strument of his invention, a new operation 
or a modification of an old one. A new 
operation is devised, a case is found upon 
which it is tried, and if the result is -in 
any way favorable an account of it is 
sure to find its way promptly into the 
current medical literature. Many mem- 
bers of the medical profession are willing 
Mod ready imitators, who are always 
anxiously waiting for new discoveries and 
improvements, ever ready to apply them 
in their practice without questioning thelr 
ability or justifiability. 

“This blind imitation of the practice 
of others has been the source of great 
harm td confiding patients and has 
erted a powerful inhibitory effect on 
true progress of surgery. This is an 
of bold surgery. ‘The surgeon 
careful“in the selection of his cases, 
and painstaking in his’ work, need 
look for recognition om the part of 
students or colleagues; {t is the man who 
lavs the abdomen open by a single stroke 
of his knife. removes two healthy ovaries 
and closes the incision and returns his 
patient to her room in seven minutes, 
who commands the attention of his au- 
dienee. and bears with a_ self-confident 
dignity’ the. proud distinction of being a 
bold and brilliant operator. 

The Worst of All. 

“In treating of the abusive and almost 
criminal negligence employed by some of 
the younger surgeons of the day in oper- 
ating on the organs of generation, Dr. 
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begun by Dr. Ellis, who charged that the 
secretary had been delinquent in his duty 
by omitting from the published minu®es 
of the last convention a resolution intro- 
duced in regard to the election of mem- 
bers.

Dr. Nicolas Senn, of Chicago, will in all 
probability be elected today to the presi- 
dency of the American Medical Associa- 
tion to succeed Dr. Beverly Cole, of Cali- 
fornia, whose term will expire at the ad- 
journnrent of the convention. 

The nominating committee has agreed 
unanimously upon Dr. Senn in preference 
to all candidates, and the convention is 
expected to approve his selection by elect- 
ing him unanimously at today’s session. 

Dr. Senn was chosen after very little 
debate. His reputation as one of the 
most famous surgeons: of the world was 
familiar to every member of the nomi- 
nating committee, which is composed of 
one representative fronr every state and 
territory in the union, and when his name 
Was presented it was received with en- 
thusiasm. 

From the first it was evident that Dr. 
Senn was the favorite candidate. Dr. 
Jerome Cochran, of Montgomery, Ala., one 
of the most: distinguished sanitarians in 
the country, was placed in nomination for 
the presidency at the meeting of the nomi- 
nawting ccmmittee, and on the first ballot 
Re received a very flattering vote, but his 
wae Was Withdrawn on the next ballot,

Mmous indorsement of the committee. 

<Meolas Senn is an M. D., Ph. D. and 
L1.D. He is the professor of practice of 
surgery and clinical surgery in Rush Medi- 
cal college, the attending surgeon of the 
Presbyterian hospital and surgeon-in-chief 
of St. Joseph's hospital, in Chicago. 


#--- Senn’s Great Address. it 


The great event at yesterday’s session 
of the convention was Dr. Senn’s paper, 
“On Some of the Limits of the Art of 
Surgery.”’ 

The Grand opera house was fairly well 
filled when the eminent surgeon began his 
address and he held his audience in at- 
tention from the moment he began until 
he finished his last sentence. It was one 
of the ablest discources ever presented to 
the medical association in its entire his- 
tory. 

Dr. Senn said in part: 

“Modern surgery has attained a degree 
of development which entitles it to the 
distinction of a science and an art. AS 
a science surgery is of recent date, hav- 
ing been fourded and perfected during the 
last half of the present century. As an 
art ,it has been practiced for centuries 
by @ur ancestors with credit to them- 
selves and benefit to the injured, the crip- 
pled and the sick. 

‘‘When Boyer wrote the introduction to 
his classic work on surgery he expressed 
the conviction that surgery had reached 
perfection. How little did he dream of 
the great changes that would be Wrovght 
in the practice of the cherished profes- 
sion by the progressive pathologists and 
surgeons of the next few generations. 
“What a contrast between the standing 
of the surgeon of today and his colleagues 
of only a century ago! It is Lot leng 
since the art of surgery was limited to 
bleeding, cupping, leeching, setting of a 
broken limb, reducing a dislocation, stanch- 
ing hemorrhage, opening an abscess or 
anrputating a limb for injury or disease 
beyend the reach of conservative meas- 
ures. 

Relation of Surgeon to Physician. 

“He was the subordinate, alrnost slave, 
of the pompous, arrogant and self-con- 
fident physician of that time. He sub- 
sisted from the crumbs that fell from time 
to time from his master’s table. The _ bet- 
terment in the standing and sphere of the 
members of the surgical craft during the 
last century is entirely due to the enor- 
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sharp spoons, chisels and saws came into 
requisition, and the number of deflected 
septa, hypertrophic turbinated bones and 
third tonsil increased alarmingly and 
were attacked most energetically. The rec- 
tal specialist, who made a modest living 
by stretching the sphineter ani and ligat- 
ing piles, saw a fortune in adding to his 
limited sphere of activity, resection of the 
rectum, and later, emboldened by his ef- 
forts carried his crusade to the topmost 
limits of the large intestine. 

“The average orthopedist is no longer 
satisfied to -corrxet deformities by the use 
of bloodless manual and mechanical meas- 
ures: he has acquired a fondness for the 
knife, saw and chisel, so as not to be left 
behind in the procession. The genito-urina- 
ry surgeon has become tired of treating 
gonorrhea, strictures and syphilis: he can 
see no reason why he should not cut for 
stone, extirpate kidneys and perform plas- 
tic operations on the ureters 

A Craze for Surgical Operations. 

“The furowg operativus manifestesl In 
these and other special departments: of 
surgery, and its obvious results, render 
the standing and legitimate scope of the 
general surgeon very uncertain and indefi- 
nite at the present time. Let the general 
surgeon turn to the right or to the left, 
advance or retreat and he finds himself 
on reserved territory. As for-the physician, 
he is expected to answer night calls, pre- 
scribe for diarrhoea and whooping cougmt, 
Watch cases of typhoid fever, measles, 
scarlatina and smallpox, and should com- 
plications arise and he does not report to 
the prcper authority he renders himself 
liable to censure. 

“Much of this ill-applied 
Surgical world has resulted in detriment 
to patients and in retarding actual sur- 
gical prceress. Operative surgery has been 
carried to extremes. A calm inspection of 
the ground that has been gone over will

“Is it not a fact that the abdomen is 
being opened daily .by men who have not 
the faintest idea of what they may have 
to do, simply because they regard such a 
step as harmless and free of danger and 
the shortest and easiest way to make a 
diagnosis? To say that such a blind con- 
fidence in the efficiency and safety of 
aseptic precautions is not in accord with 
the work of the conscientious surgeon 1s 
to put it mildly. It is fortunate for the 
patients of such ever-ready and self-con- 
fident operators that the peritoneum under 
ordinary circumstances can dispose of 
more pathogenic microbes without harm 
resulting than any other tissue of the 
body. If it were not such a serious mat- 
ter, it would be amusing to see how such 
men expiain an occasional death that 
occurs in their. practice in cases where it 
was least expected.’ 

He followed with a = discussion of 
iphleg~monous inflammation, acute sup- 
purative osteomyelitis, tuberculosis 0 
joints and malignant tumors. 

In discussing the surgery of the three 
great cavities. Dr. Senn won frequent and 
hearty applause. In this connection he 
said in part: 

Cutting Through the Abdomen. 

“The systematic invasion of the three 
great cavities of the body for the treat- 
ment of injury or disease is one of the 
great triumphs of modern surgery. Our 
ancestors entertained a well-founded dread 
for operations which. necessitated opening 
of any of the great serous cavities, know 
ing from experience their great suscep- 
tibility to septic infection. Recent ex- 
perience has shown that any of these 
cavities can he opened for diagnostic 
or therapeutic purposes without much 
danger provided the operation is perform- 
ed under strict antiseptic precautions. 

“The prevention of septic complications 
by asepsis has been the means of creating 
visceral surger¥. The sense of safety in 
subjecting the different viscera to direct 
operative treatment which has _ taken 
possession of the profession has enlarged 
to a wonderful extent the field of operative 
carried at ihe same

aggressive surgery. The future histomans 
who will record the work of many gynecol- 
ogists belonging to the present generation 
will have reason to express their surprise at 
what disasters the art of surgery has pro- 
duced when plied in cases far in advaace of 
a scientific foundation. Here and *here we 
hear a feeble voice protesting agatast ihe 
indiscriminate surgery upon the organs of 
generation of the opposite sex, but the mu- 
tilating work continues In spite of such cp- 
position andes well-meartt advice. Da ery 
competent and honest eynecologist Knows 
that in his sphere the art of surgery has 
been thoroughly abused. It is difficult to 
assign tangible reasons for such a tcarful 
state of things. It appears to belong to the 
spirit of the present generation, the out- 
come of ceaseless unrest in pelvic surgery. 


A Vigorous Arraignment. 

“When I arraign the gynecologists before 
this body, composed of representative med- 
ical men of this country for innumerable 
atid inexcusable transgressions of the rules 
which ought to govern and control the art 
of surgery, {i do not include the eientile, 
honest, conscientious workers in that ae 
partment of surgery, but my rem chy ita 
apply to 4 ciass of routine ope ra a es . 
hus recently grown to alarming dime ns io is 
not only in this, but In nearly avery ga 
try which has been penetrated by the im 
rays of so-called bold surgery. It is a sub- 
ject that I would gladly pass over in Sl- 
lence, but you have imposed upon me & 
trust which ] cannot ignore and 1 bland 
here in the capacity of the conservative ete< 
ment in these days of wiid, unfounadec 
surgery, to place myself on record in pro- 
testing against the unnecessary mutilation 
of the sexual organs of either sex, willing 
to stand or fall py the sentiments of the 
great mass of general practitioners, which, 
after all, must be regarded as the backbone 
and final tribunal of our profession. 


The New Generation. 


“The new generation of doctors finds no 
longer satisfaction in practicing their pro- 
fession in some rural district. The young 
practitioners have their eyes on large cities 
and have heard of enticing fees paid | to 
specialists for insignificant operations. Why 
buv a horse and saddlebags when a fortune 
awaits them in devoting themselves to ® 
specialty, more particularly gynecology. 
Ne recent graduate or the man who has 
become disgusted with country practice 
seeks a much employed gynecologist, fol- 
lows his work for a month or ‘wo and re- 
turns to his prospective field of labor a full- 
fledgec specialist. Tle is now ready to @x- 
tirpate ‘the uterus, remove ovaries and fal- 
lopian tubes, s2w imaginary lacerations of 
the celvix and perineum. Do you suppose 
that such an aspirant for gynecolog.c fame 
ever examines a woman and finds her per- 
fect?. Is it not true that in nine out of ten 
cases he finds something to mend’

In conclusion, ne

“Every practitioner seen such in- 
stances as I have cited above. Has hu- 
manity been the gainer since the gynecolo- 
gists became surgeons? This is a timely 
and serious question. Is the average wo- 
man who has passed through the hands of 
one or more gynecologists physically and 
meptally in a better condition than our 
mothers of fifty years ago, whose ovaries 
were safe and who knew but little about 
speculums and vaginal douches”? Let the 
élder ‘nembers of our association answer 
this question. When the venerable and 
distinguished Emmet devised his operation 
for laceration of the cervix he pointed out 
clearly what conditions called for and were 
benefited by trachelorrhaphy. The opera- 
tion was received with enthusiasm and 
every one present here knows how much it 
has been misapplied. It is safe to assert 
ti.2’. not one in ten cases that have been 
operz:.ted upon was the operation justifiable 
or prove? of any benefit to the patient.

The Southern States exposition at Chi- 
cago next fall is a go. 

An enthusiastic meeting of commiss:on- 
ers from southern states was held 
yesterday at the Kimball. 

Three reported that they were 
ready to make an exhibit in thirty days if 
necessary. Two states can be rep- 
resented by railroads if they do not get up 
individual d splays. 

Two or three other states will probably 
send exhibits, the movement has not 
been preperly organized. 

Ex-Senator Pat Walsh, the chairman of 
the e> position, presided. General Manager 
DeBerard and Secretary Stafford were pres- 
ent.

Some reports were read and routine busi- 
ness transacted and then an experience 
meeting was held. One of the Kentucky 
members, Mr. Ralph, told of the trouble 
he and his associates had. They tried to 
get an appropriation from the legislature, 
but failed. When they tried to interest the 
leading business men of Louisville they 
could not see where the benefit would re- 
sult to them until they were earnestly la- 
bored with. Both the Kentucky delegates 
said, however, that if they could go home 
and assure their people that this exposi- 
tion was to be a suecess Kentucky would 
be represented. 

€&+rator Walsh declared that there was no 
question about the movement. lie called on 
the delegates present to tell what theif 
states were doing. Comumissicner Lane re- 
Spended.- by eayings that Akrhama’ has 4 
splendid exhibit ready to ship. Governor 
Oates has giv2n permission for it to be sent 
to Chicago and all the money that is need- 
ed is on hand cr can be obtained. 

Mr. Nesbitt stated that Georgia could 
make a fine exhibit. Major Guinn said that 
Georgia would raise 325,600, if so much 
should be needed. 

Mr. Calvert, of South Carolina, stated 
that the movement wes in good hands and 
in good shape in his state. There is an ex- 
hibit to start with and it will be complete 
when shipped to Chicago. 

Mr. -DeBerard stated that he had a -cor- 
ference recent!y with President J. M.

Central penetrates Mississippi, Tennessee 
and Kentucky of the southern states and 
an exhibit of the resources of the coun- 
try along its lines would illustrate all 
three states in part. 

Chairman Walsh said that, from infor- 
mation which he had, he believed that 
Mississippi and Texas would join in the 
movement. It is the best opportunity the 
southern states has ever had to advertise 
their resources. Chicago offers to give 
200,000 square feet of floor space and to 
take care of the exhibits. All that the 
southern states need to do is to get up 
exhibits illustrating their resources and 
send them on. 

Mr. D. K. Hill, of Chicago, said that the 
world’s fair city will do‘the rest. She will 
foot the bills up at that end, and will 
furnish the people to examine the dis- 
plays. Mr. Hill was connected with the 
initial movement for the world’s fair, and 
is now connected with this enterprise.

WHO WAS WILLIAMS? . 


DOUBT AS TO THE IDENTITY OF 
THE SUICIDZ. 


Was Possibly a Drug Clerk at the 
Drug Store of Doctor 
Avary. 


The dispatch to The Constitution Wednes- 
day morning reciting the facts of the tragic 
death of Herbert D. Williams in Arkansas 
created some speculation as to the identity 
of the dead man. The dispatch stated that 
he was the traveling representaiive of H. 
Moses, a manufacturer of Atlanta, but the 
most diligent inquiry yesterday failed to 
elicit any information regarding his al- 
No such name 
is to be found inthe city directory nor did 
the name or business of any manufacturer 
named Moses appear either in the direc- 
tory or in Dun’s or Bradstreet’s. 

While no one seems able to definitely 
place the dead man in the light of the in- 
formation conveyed in the dispatch, there 
are those who are inclined to believe that 
Mr. Williams at one time resided in At- 
lanta, though not as the representative of 
Moses. 

Dr. M. B. Avary says that about five 
years ago he had in his employ a young 
drug clerk by the name of Herbert D. 
Williams, who came to Atlanta from Daw- 
son, Ga., where he was highly connected, 
being a relative of Mr. John W. Bogle, of 
that place, Dr. Avary held the young man 
in high esteem and was much interested 
in his probable sad fate. 

When in Atlanta Dr. Avary says the 
Herbert D. Williams he knew was about 
twenty-five years of age and a young man 
of exemplary habits. He has not heard 
of Mr. Williams since he left his service. 

There are some who believe the Herbert 
Williams who suicided in Arkansas came to 
Atlanta years ago from Marietta, but no 
one seems able to speak with absolute con- 
fidence of his identity. 


USED HIS KNIFE. —- 


Dangerous Slashing Affray Last Night 
on Garnett Street. 

As a result of a serious cutting affray near 
the corner of Forsyth and Garnett streets 
night before last, George Mitchell, an eim- 
ploye of the East Atlanta Land Company, 
lies at police headquarters with un ugly 
gash in his groin. 

Mitchell’s assailant was John’ Lake, a 
waiter at the Kimball house, and the slash- 


ing was due to jealousy on the part of, 


Lake. Mitchel claims that he was in the 
company of Lake’s wife and another wo- 
man a few minutes prior to the cutting, 
but that there was nothing improper in the 
conduct of himself or the women. Accord- 
ing to his statement, he has never given 
cause for Lake’s jealousy and expresses the 
belief that the assault was the result of 
mistaken identity, Lake taking him for an- 
other man whose attentions to his wife 
have grown too fond. He declares Lake 
said as he slashed him: 

“Now I’ve got you, Will,” and further 
states that he was so badly scared that he 
agreed to go with Lake and submit to ar- 
rest.

Mr. M. M. Welch has prepared a very 
interesting synopsis of the report of the 
Baptist Home mission board, This report 
will be submitted at the Baptist convention 
toady. It gives an epitome 2f the work 
done by the board during the past year, 
referring to the incident in which Dr. Diaz 
figured so tragically. 

The synopsis, prepared by Mr. Welch, is 
as follows: 


The fifty-first annual report of the home 
mission board, as submiited tg the conven- 
ticn by Dr. Tichenor, the corresponding 
secretary, discloses a- year of consecrated 
devotion and earnest efforts all along the 
lines of the varied®@and important interests 
committed to the board. | : 

‘the opening paragraph of the report is 
as tollows: 

‘‘Tne home mission board returns its most 
grateful acknowledgment to the giver of 
ail good for the biessings which have at- 
tended it during the past year. 

“The labors of its migsionaries have been 
attended by the innuence of the divine spir- 
it, so that only once before in all its nis- 
tory has the board: been able to report 
such results.,’’

Church Building. 

“This department of our work has been 
growing taster than the increase of our

“The board began the year with a debt 
of $1,100, and enas the year with a:,9ov. ‘Lhe 
indebtedness mecurrsd during the present 
year 18 36,00. Of this amount §5,i00 has 
been invested in property in New vrleans 
and kl Paso, leaving the actual expendi- 
ture for the present year above lIeceipts 
but $1,600. 

General Statement. 


“The number of our missronaries this 
year has been a small decrease trom the 
number reported last year, but larger than 
any other in the board’s pistory. 

“The baptisms have been 5,617, only 304 
less than last year. 

“The receipts have been $75,927.54, egainst 
$76,770.91 las*® year. 

“The estimated value of the board's 
property tast year was $99,430. The increase 
during the present year has been $5,150, 
making the present total value $104,5a0. ’

It will be seen, therefore, that although 
the past year has been one of uncertainty 
and lethargy on the part of our people in 
regard to missionary interests generally, 
our home board has maintained a stead- 
fast position in reference both to «ts 
finances and the gratifying results attend- 
ing the labors of its missionaries. 

keferring to the annual report of the 
Woman’s Missionary Union, whch is in- 
corporated therein, the report says: 

“The board takes pleasure in presenting 
the report of the Woman's Missionary Un- 
ion auxiliary to this convention, Let it 
be remembered that the work done by the 
ladies composing the executive committee 
of this body is voluntary and without cost 
to the denomination. 

“At the beginning of the year the board 
asked the union for $25,000 for its work; 
but their liberality has exceeded that 
amount by more than $5,500. The contri- 
butions of the Woman's’ Mission Societies 
of the southern churches to the home mis- 
sion board eight years ago, the first of its 
history, was $6,723.10. This year it has been 
53,042.64. an increase of fivefold in eight 
years. Had our churches exhibited a sim- 
ilar increase, the board would not be 
cramped for funds to supply less than half 
of the widespread destitution.’’ 

The reference to Cuba was written before 
the arrival of Dr. Diaz. 

It recites the circumstances leading to 
the necessity of all the male missionaries 
leaving the island. It. is hoped that the 
day schools and Sunday schools may he 
continued by the heroic Christian women 
who remain in Cuba, 

Reference is made to the recent impris- 
onment and subsequent release of Brother 
Diaz, the story of which is familiar to the 
Baptists of the country. In regard to the 
future, it says: 

“Should the present struggie result in the 
freedom of Cuba, there will be presented 
such an opportunity 
our Baptist faith as never has been fur- 
nished by any nation. One result of it will 
he the disestablishment of the Catholic 
church and the enthronement of religious 
freedom over the island. Then with no re- 
striction upon us, with our present mission 
‘organization reinforced to equal the de- 
mands of the new condition. our Baptist 
people, the onlv people of the  Protest- 
ant faith having church organizations upon 
the island, might, with the blessings of 
God, sweepgver it and win it for the Mas- 
ter. 

“The board. awakened to the conditions 
which the future mav unfold, has been 
anxious to be in position to take advan- 
tage of the coming opportunitv. When it 
comes, not a day must be lost. We must he 
ready to enter the opening gates «f re- 
lizious freedom, and asthe first Christians 
filled Jerusalem with their doctrines, so we 
must fill Cuba with the truth of God, and 
heal her wounds with leaves from the tree 
of life.” ‘ 

Interesting reference is had to other 
phases of the board’s work—native white 
population, foreign population, the Indians 
and the negroes. 

Work among the negroes under the co- 
operative plan known as the Fortress Mon- 
roe agreement, has heen inaugurated in 
North Carolina, Alabama and South Caro- 
lina. This work is very promising of great 
results. It is being entered into with a 
spirit of enthusiasm by all parties con- 
cerned,
